“The increase to $50,000 recognizes

35,000 limit was set in 1962", Mr. 
Haskett said. “It is in keeping with 
our policy of maintaining the position 
of the Fund as a thoroughly effective 
method of providing compensation for 
the innocent: victims of collisions that 
are caused by an uninsured vehicle”. 

“To be consistent with our plans for 
this increase, I asked the Minister of 
Financial and Commercial Affairs to 
consider a corresponding anvendment 
to the Insurance Act.

In view of the fact that 47 dead 
deer were found in the vicinity of 


farm buildings, towns and travelled 
roads, the actual loss far exceeds the 
reported number. Ninety-three percent 
of all investigated kills were found

Therefore, the known total loss for 


‘the current year hunting season can 


be calculated as .approximately 100

The actual Joss may therefore ex- 
ceed the reported kill by a possible 
100 to 200 per cent. 


FOREST FIRES PREVENTION 
ACT AND REGULATIONS 
Two major changes in the Forest 
Fires Prevention Act and Regulations 
become effective April Ist., 1969, ac- 
cording to anmouncement by the Hon. 


Rene Brunelle, Minister of Lands-and 
Forests, 

Under the new Act, the Forest Tra- 
vel Permit system which has been in 
effect for many years, has been. re- 
vised to permit greater freedom °o: 
travel without restriction to the ge- 
neral public. Previously, forest tra- 
vel permits were required by ail per- 
$ons travelling in forested areas with- 
in the various fire districts of the 
province. 

Removal of the blanket 
Strictions was influenced by increas- 
ing public acceptance of the need for 
-Caution in use of fire while travelling 
in forest areas. A new system of es- 
tablishing restricted fire zone is to 
prohbit the setting out of open camp 

‘fires where fire hazard conditions 
warrant. A restricted travel zone may 
also be declared: when fire hazard

conditions exist which may endanger 
the safety of the travelling public. 
Persons may still, if desired, record 
their names and destinations at De~ 
partment headquarters to facilitate 
reaching them in cases.of emergency. 

In addition to the change in travel 
restrictions, it will now be unlawful 
to smoke while walking or working 
in the forest during the fire season. 
This practice has been widely accepted 


for years by experienced bush travel-

supported by legislation. 

The Minister further stated that he 
is convinced that this new Act wil! 
better meet the needs of all forest 
users, including the travelling public, 
but be emphasized that all forest 
users must continue to practice good 
woods habits and care 'in the use of 
fire in our forests.
